ANDRE WILL DIE. 


The Victim of Jennie Almy’s 
Jealousy Failing. 


_ — 


He Cannot Live Longer Than a Day or 
Two—Something of the Woman’s His- 
tory—Her Divorce Was a Bogus One. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New YorRK, February 14.—The body of Jennie 
H. Almy, who killed herself and shot Victor 
Crofton Andre on the Elevated Road on Tuesday 
morning, lay in the undertaker’s shop yesterday. 
Only the face could be seen. It was illuminated 
by a gas jet overhead. People came in from the 
Streets by twos and threes and looked atit. A 
bunch of lilies of the valley rested on the cover 
of the box. Andre was put under the influence 
of morphine on~‘Tuesday night and he slepta 
little, He was very weak, but in the morning 
was doing fairly. He haa recovered from the 
shock, and the internal hemorrhage had ceasea. 


Mr, Ashley Uole, the private secretary of Mr. 
Rufus Hatch, and Mr. Nathan Franko,the violist, 
who is an iniimate friend, were aliowed to see 
him. To Mr, Franks, Andre said that he had not 
betrayed Miss Almy and that he had not left 
her because of her divorce, but because he had 
learned that her reputation had been bad. He 
said that he believea that she must have been 
crazy when she shot him. He expressed no sor- 
row for her death. Andre has not eaten any- 
thing since he was shot. Yesterday afternvon 
the internai-hemorrhage came on again and he 
voinited veinous bleod. The bullet was cxtract- 
ed. It was found just under the skin. 
His condition was much worse last 
evening, and there was a consultation of the bos- 
pas surgeons. They said: that he would proba- 
ly live through the night, but that he could not 
live longer than a day or two. His danger is 
from peritonitis, or from exhaustion by loss of 
blood. Mrs. Oarl Schurz called at the hospital, 
and inquired as to his condition. Inquiry among 
the residents of Williamsbridge, Westchester 
County, the heme of Jennie Almy, shows that she 
did not bear an untarnished reputation. She was 
KNOWN THERE AS “CRAZY JANE.” 
Mrs. Alimy, whose daughter she was supposed to 
be, had in reality adopted her. She found 
Jennie, then a baby,ina basket, at Leroy and 
Hudson streets, in this city. She passed her as 
ber own child, only revealing herreal history to 
Charles Jolnson, a grocer of Williamsburg, and 
John Davis, a game constable and sporting man, 
whom she ‘afterward married, without, however, 
being Kuown by any other name than Mrs. Almy. 
Jennie was very violent when agirlin her 13th 
year, and hier neighbors say she became subject 
\o fits of insanity, brought.on by epilepsy. Mr. 
Divis, her stepfather, says’ that in her moments 


men to prevent her from iojuring~ herself 
or others. A number of people who knew her 
well said it was strange she had not killed any 
one before, as she used to be subject to fits of 
passion, during which no one dared remaino in 
the house with her. Dr. Crum of Williamsbridge 
and Dr. Moulton of New Rochelle, who attended 
ber, said she would be supject all her life to fits of 
lusanity, and when John Davis last saw her, 
three years ago, she told him she had never re- 
covered from ber early .rouble. She was in an 
insane asylum for several mouths. When only 14 
years old she was married to Peter Schwartz,iben 
a brakeman on the Hariem Railroad, He was 
only 18 years of zge. They lived together two 
years, and then Schwartz left her, the neighbors 
say, on account of her notoriously irregular con- 
duct. He came to this city, and Was employed as 
a conductor on the Third avenue horse cars 
uniil last summer when he was engaged as a 
driver in Barnum’s Show. Shortly after this her 
mother married Mr, Davis, and noi being abie to 
agree With her stepiather Jennie left Willams- 
briage and came to New York. Since thea, and 
for Lhe iasi 51x years, 
HER HISTORY 

is imperfectly Known. Sue was known to havé 
lived with a young wan in Philadel; biaas bis wile, 
ano was allerwara seen by a. ‘ ator 
at Williainsbridge in a house of questionable 
repute in Forty-fourth street. The mau with 
whom Jennie is said to have iived in -Philadei- 
phia was the son of a college professor in this 
city. He really loved the girl, and induced his 
father to put her at a boarding-school, which is 
now said to have been Mount Holyoke Seminary, 
in Massachusetts. He had changed his mind 
about marryiug her when she graduated. The 
training and influence of the school worked a 
reformation in Jennie, Her life after that time 
seems to have been blameless until she met 
Andre. Three years ago she procured a 
diverce from Schwartz on the ground of infidel- 
ity. She kept the divorce papers in her room. 
Tuere is no record Of this divorce in the New 
York courts. Miss Long says that Andre knew 
all about this divorce, as Miss Almy had shown 
him the divorce papers beiore they became en- 
gaged, In Decemoer last they made arrange- 
ments for a private marriage, and on December 
24 she put on her wedding dress, and they weni to 
aminister. He questioned them closely, and oa 
learping that Miss Almy was a divorced woman 
he refused to marry her until he could inquire as 
to the divorce. Andre’s friends say that he is a 
grand-nephew of Major Andre, who was banged 
as a spy by Washiugton. is mother was a 
daughter of Gen. Crofton, late of the British 
army. ‘

The/subject which just now 
rplexes them is howto meet a deficit of over 
200,000 in the accounts of the house and to re 
decorate and dnish certam portions of it before 
the opening of next season. Ata meeting of the 
board of directors in the latter part of January 
it was decided that something mus& 
be done to meet the deficiency, and a resolution 
was passed directing the secretary to send,to 
each stockholder a copy of the financial exhibit 
of the company, and an invitation to take §3, 
additional stock, by doing which the sum of 
$245,000 would be raised, and this amount, it is es- 
timated, would pay all outstanding accounts ana 
rovide for recarpeting the corridors, redecorat« 
ne the auditorium, foyer and reception room, 
sp oy screens inthe vestible and furniture 
or the ball-room. The secretary, Mr. Stanton, 
sent the financial exhibit with a copy of the reso- 
lution io all the stockholders of the Opera House 
on February 1. 
THE STATEMENT SHOWS 
that the total cost to the cempany up to October 
next will be $2,019,478; of this amount $1,835,833 
has been spent ou the building alone. The re- 
ceipts, including the capital of $1,050,000 and a 
mortgage of $600,000, are estimated at $1,781,000, 
leaving a deficiency of $238,474. James A. Rosse- 
velt, the president of the Opera House Company, 
when questioned in regard to the financial state- 
ment said: “Itis perfectly true that there isa 
balance on the wrong side of our®* ledger, 
which is natural and ought not 
to surprise anybody; certainly not the 
gentiemen who Own .«''« stock of the Opera House 
Company. The bu'iding has been erected ata 
cost of about 8 per cent over the original esti- 
mates, Which I consider a — reasonable ex- 
cess.

THE DANVILLE RIOTS. 

The investigation of the Danville election riots 
began this morning. Congressman Cabel and 
Joho 8S. Wise were present. Walter 8. Withers, 
a colored policeman of Datville, testified that on 
November 3 a white man anda colored man got to 
fighting. When separaied the crowd re- 
mained- The whites ranged in line 
along the curb, and the colored men were in the 
street. The whites had pistois in their hands, 
and said the colored men could get enough if they 
wanted it, and if they didu’t leave some of them 
would cet hurt. The nezroes objected to leaving, 
saying “that the whites were trying to override 
them.” Firing then began, the first shots being 
lred in the air. The eolored peuple 
began to run and the whites fired at them when- 
ever they could see them. None of the colored 
men had pistols. One man was shot dead ana 
several were wounded in consequence oi the riot. 
The colored people did net vote at the 
election three days later, fearing vio- 
lenee. The affidavit of wituwess belwre the 
co:inmittee ot forty was incorrect in 
so far as it stated that the colored men used fire- 
urmy>. It seemed that somethiag had been added 
to the affidavit after he signed it. 

JACK RUDD (COLORED), 
chairman of the Republican Commictee, testifiea 
that be was in Danville the day of the riot when 
the firing pegan, He left hastily, afterwards re- 
turniug;to see the result. Ne was meyby Cel.Cabeli 
who asked him where he was golug. Col. Cabell 
said: *This is just what 1 have been telling you 
would happen.” Ned Hatcher came along wiitt 
another man and asked Cabeil who witmess was. 
Jeing informed, Hatcher said, “Let 196 plow hig 
d—d brains out.” Col. Cabell said, “No, let the 
d—d scoundrel leave here.” Hatcher struck 
Witpess, and as witness left they began 
firing on him. Witness saw bis white neighbors 
guing into Danville that night. and returning 
With guns they had procured in Danville. He 
saw them going to the polls on election day with 
the same guns, The colored people thereby were 
intimidated and conciuded not to vole. 
L. L. IV¥ (COLORED) 
saw the white men drawn up along the curb with 
jisto!s aimed and started away when the firing 
regan and the @iored men ran. One was shoi 
dead. Jack Kukid (preceding witness) came along 
and asked the colored men: “What you all run- 
pin’ for; de white people’s only burnin’ powdah.”

THERE is much excitement at Hot Springs 
over the recent pitched battle between 
gamblers in which several unconcerned citi- 
zens were hit by stray bullets. A vigilance 
committee has been formed, and a military 
company organized to hold the committee in 
check. People will take sides even ina dog 
fight, and the local papers have become red- 
hot partizans of one or the other of the 
gambler factions. Therefore, Judge Woop 
has deemed it necessary to keep the peace 
and protect the administration of public 
justice by forbidding, on pain of punish- 
ment for contempt, any publication of the 
testimony taken at the preliminary exami- 
nation of the accused. As this trial 
must be open to as many of the peo- 
ple as can get into the court house, 
and all sorts of reports of the evidence will 
spread from them to the rest of the popula- 
tion, it seems to us that the Juage’s precau- 
tion only withholds the antidote without 
withholding the poison. The local newspa- 
pers, belng on opposite sides, may furnish 
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we can have no star-chamber criminal trials 
in this free Jand, it is difficult to imagine 
what good purpose is accomplished by for- 
bidding newspapers to report and comment 
on proceedings which are otherwise open to 
public observation and criticism. It looks 
like a great stretch of power for a Judge to 
arbitrarily abridge the functions and free- 
dom of the press in this way, when the Con- 
stitution forbids Congress to authorize any 
such abridgement by law. 


THE SOUDAN BLUNDER. 

It would be a great pity if the Liberal gov- 
ernment in England were to be defeated on a 
question of Egyptian policy, and it would be 
almost acrime if the great and brilliant 
career of GLADSTONE should suffer obscura- 
tion at its close on account of anything that 
might happen to the miserable pachas who 
have misruled the Soudan. Butitis impos- 
sible not to admit that the GLADSTONE Gov- 
ernment has been guilty of indecision in a 
crisis which called for prompt action, ard 
that itis now. carrying out for protection 
measures which a month ago might have 
sufficed for prevention. 

There is a hasty sending off of troops to 
protect the British interests in Eastern 
Soudan, and General GoRDON is on his way 
among the tribes which have rallied around 
Et MAuDI to announce to them the relin- 
quishment of the Egyptian rule. These 
measures, if successful, can succeed only 
after much blood has been shed, They 
should have been carried out months ago, 
England had fuil knowledge of the disaffec- 
tion of the Soudan and of the growing power 
ef E, Maups. This was known to al! the 
world. No one doubted the sincerity 
and honesty of tle policy of withdrawal 
from Soudan. The difficulty of reconciling 
such a policy with the demands of the 
national honor should have made the Goy- 
ernment especially anxious thatits prestige 
should not suffer, and that England should 
not be involved in an attack directed solely 


against the unspeakable governiient of the 


Khedive. The only way todo this was to 


keep a sufficient British force in the terri- 


tory which was to be retained. ‘The send- 


ing of troops now isa confession that the 
previous refusal to send them was a failure, 


Even the selection of General GoRDON 


and the romantic mission intrusted to -him 


were pure accidents. He happened to be in 
Englarad; he was on his way to Belgium te 
accept a mission to the Congo country. The 
Government had not consulted him, and 
there isno evidence that the Government 
had even thought ef him. He was snatched 
at, as a straw grasped by a drowning man, 
In forty-eight hours he was on his way back 
to Africa, not to the Congo country, but to 
the Soudan, which he had pacified and ruled 
so successfully. 

It is to be hoped thatthe tardy measures 
of relief will not be too late. The future 
of Egypt is a question which will upset many

‘jingoism and Liberal Quakerism, but just 


now we hope that the glorious eareer of 
GLADSTONE, rapidly drawing to its natural 
close, will not be snuffed out untimely in the 
miserable quarrel between a false prophet 
and a false Khedive.

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THE RETURN TRIP 


Of Several River Delegates by Way 
of the Flooded Districts, 


Interesting Accounts of the Watery Journey— 
Talks With Messrs C. C. Carroll, D. P. 
Rowland, Louis R. Tatum and Others. 


} The following gentlemen, who were present as 


delegates to the River Convention at Washington, 
arrived at home on yesterday: D. P. 
Rowland, C, M. Whitney, ©. ©. Carroll, Prof. 
Woodward, Sergt, Weber, Louis R, Tatum, A. T. 


Harlow, W. T. Anderson and John Mitebell. 
They left Baliimore last Saturday pight at 9 
o'clock, the journey occupying turee full days. 
There were enough incidents connected with the 
trip to make an interesting chapter in the history 
of the present Ohio Roods, “I teft New York 
Saturday noon,” said Mr. C. C. Carroll, “with my 
wife and little oot and was joinea 

y the main  ~party at Baliimore 
at 9 o’clock the same evening. Ot course we bad 
read of the high water in the Obie and its tribu- 
pened my but did not anticipate such a highly inter-

othing of importance oecurred uniil we reached 
Grafton the followipg morning, Sunday. Here we 
were compelied to lay over on a side track 
for six hours to await advice, Abouts o’clock 
we resumed our journey end advanced as far as 
Pewoleum City, where the Water was s0 deep we 
were taken aboard the little steamer Oneida aud 
carried up the Kanawha River fifteen miles us far 
as Parkersburg. The bridge at Parkersburg was 
all intact and above the high water but 
the approaches to it Were partially submerged 
and very badly damaged. From Parkersburg we 
ran onto Cincinnati without an accident of avy 
Kind, though one was imminent at any moment, 
The track at certain places was covered with 
water fully three feetdeep, ‘but the locomo- 
iive ploughed through it at a very fast 
rate of speed. The pot of the Marietta, 
aud Cincinnati Road at Cincinnati was completely 
submerged,so we bad to take acircuitous route 
into the cityand were finally packed into the 
stock yards, six miles disiant from the depot, 
fiere tie Water was three feet deep. A large ex- 
press Wagon Was backed up to Be steps of 
the car and when we had a}l 
‘poarded it we were driven off 
some distance to high ground and trausferred to 
the coaches proper. By this time it was mid- 
night and raining. Alter a very disagreeabie 
ride through tue muudy sireess by the din 
flickering of a poor benignied candie in the frout 
of the coach we drew up at the Gibson House, 
where the entire party sivopped over 
night. At 6 oclock the next morning 
we again u ok tothe ’bus and were driven to the 
footofa street, the name of which Ido not now 
recail, and transferred to a large row-boat. There 
were about fifteen grown persons and a

in the party. Te boat was sunk to within about 
three inebes of the surface of the water. 
It was ‘very foggy and a drizzling 
rain was faliing. Aller rowing about haif an 
hour through sireet alter street, sometimes graz- 
ing the top of ahouse and scraping up against 
telegraph poles, the mau who Was piloting us 
acknowledged that he did fot know where he 
was. The situation became rather interesting, 
us you ay jinagine, Tue water  arouad 
us was from twenty-five to thirty feel 
deep.

The women, of 
course, were very much frightened, but iheir 
fears were gradually allayed, aud 
after hailing a passing buat and 
petting our bearings chs) paddied 
on again, and m about Ove hour’s time reaciied 
the steamer City of Madison, Once aboard her, 
we were carried to Aurora, onthe O. & M. road 
twenty-five miles frum Cincinuati, Then we took 
the cars and arrived here battered aud faliguea 
at midnight iast night.”

Onlo aud 
Pennsylvanin have suffered severely through the 
operation Of last year’s bill. While it was true 
that the Woo growers had suffered severely, vet 
ihe full effect of the recent law was wot yet 
kuOWL. 

ANY FRESH DISTURBANCE 
of the tariffto prevent ihe country from finding 
out the whole effect of the last law, 
would be very unwise, besides Oou- 
gress is im WO Condition to pass a harmonious and 
weil-cousidered turiff law.

Lean’s Book, 

Mr. Nightingale, Who is Represented by 
the Authoress asa Passionate Kisser, 
Demands Money for His Lacerated

Miss Sallie McLean of Connecticut, a 
young Womun Who Was a teacher in that part of 
Jape Cod in which the sceuves of ber story are 
laid, The publishers, as soon as their attention 
was called to tie use of real for fictitious names, 
had the buok overhauled and pew names inserted 
for the originals, They contend that the first eal- 
100 Was exhausted before they were informed of 
the use of real names, and that they did not know 
of this fact until tneir attention was called “to it, 
The ;ublishers do not deny the libel, but it is 
Claimed that the plainuff’s characver has not been 
injured. It now appears for the first time that 
tue original title of the buok was 
“THE CEDAR SWAMP CHAIR,” 
which was changed to ‘Cape Ova Folks” by the 
publishers, Liis felt that ibis alteration of the 
lille to “Cape Cod Folks” bas caused much of the 
popular feeiing againse whe book in the ease. The 
hearing Was continued to-day. There was a large 
Alltendance af spectators aud greatinterest was 
shown in the proceeuings, Tbe plaintiff, Lorenzo 
L. Nightingale, who figures ag one of ibe charac- 
lers in the first editiou, under his real nam, 
aueges that the statements made in regard to nim 
are false and libelous.

He is tali, weil 
formed and sinewy, with black, curling hair, 
brownish mustache and dark, penetrating eyes. 
He testified ihut he was 31 years old, was born in 
Cedarville, where the seene of the story is jaid, 
ANG Vial several of the olher characters who 
were also meulioued by name were his relalives, 
He knew the authorgi the book and described 
her ti his testimony. ~The whole book was theu 
submiticd as evidence, the court.hbaving stated 
tuat he aid not tink the fact that tne 
book was a work of i fiction exempted 
it from the lw = of libel, All tiie 
parts of the book muterlal to the case were then 
read, jnciudlug the deseription of Nigntingale.”

GRADED ‘PLAYERS. 


Objections to the ProposedAmend- 
ments to the Reserved Rule. 


A Classical Base=Ball Headquarters—Inter- 
esting Diamond Gossip—General Sporting 
Notes and Sundries. 


The League has about determined to adopt the 
system of grading players and arranging three 
classes whose respective salaries are to be decided 
by the secretary of that association, the basis to 
be the fielding averages of the men. This will be 
almest equivalent to a request to the American 
Association to adopt the same system and it will 
be urged in something more than in the way of a 
suggestion. A brief canvass of the ideas of the 
resident players here to whom it would practicai- 
ly apply developes the fact that there is @ unl- 
versal and well founded opposition to it. 

“Why,” said one well known player, “a scorer 
could ruin a player if be took a dislike to him. 
On the other hand he could take @ very poor 
player and manage it so that he would be getting 
a highest grade salary. while another and better 
man would be in the lowest class. I can see, 
even when the averages would be right 
and just, that jealousies between the 
men would get them fighting like cats and dogs. 
There would be three classes in every nine, and 
these three would be dead set against each other. 
The only way to cet good play out of a team is to 
harmonize them. Lhe grading system would have 
the contrary effect.” 

“Well, it would pe no worse than having men 
at very much larger salaries, 45 some of the nines 
have at present.” 

“Of eouree pot, and how does that work? Buck 
Bwing and Jobnny Ward were not popu- 
lar men with the other members of the 
New York Club, and everybody was pulling 
againstthem. Oh, no, the new scheme will not 
work, you cap depend upon It. 

Another player said, ‘Why how do such men 
as Householder and others gvt big averages? 
Simply because they Co not take any chances. 
They donot go after balls which Comiskey or 
Will Gleason or Charlie Fuhner would risk an 
error upon. and in consequence their averages are 
better. No, no; the demand for certain players 
should govern their figures in the way of salary, 
ana the proposed grading will make the reserve 
more unjust and unpopular than ever.”

CHRISTIANIZING THE JAPS. 


An Interview with the Catholic Bishop of 
North Japan. 

The Rt. Rev. P. M. Osout, Bishop of the Catho- 
lic Mission Church of N orthern Japan, is in the 
city for the purpose of arousing interest among 
the Catholics of St. Louis in his missionary work. 
He is accompanied by the Rev. A. Pettier, one of 


his missionaries. A PostT-DISPATOH reporter 
called on the Bishop at the pastoral residence of 
the Kock Church, where he is stayin 

“I am in this country,” sai he, *to 
awaken interest in our work and to collect funds 
for a much needed extension of it in the way of 
building chapels and schools. The attitude of 
the Government Bas become so favorable to us 
that we ought by all means to take advantage of 
it, and money is needed for this purpose.” 

“How many years have you labored in Japan?” 
asked the reporter. 

“Exactly seven years. Father Pettier has been 
there fifteen years. A little Mission work was 
commenced as early as 1858, but the attitude of 
the Government and people was such that not 
much could be accomplished, and the real work 
dates irom 1873, thatis in my district in the North. 
I have twenty-seven missionaries in my district, 
aud about twenty-five churches and chapeis, and 
there is about the same number in the Southern 
District. The Catholics of Japan number about 
30,000.’ 

“Do you find much opposition among the offi 
cials and people to the introduction of the civili 
zation and institutions of the West?” 

“No, not now. In this respect the Government 
ae a are improving every year.’’ 

‘What 1s the character of the people? Are they 
ndustrious and intelligenot?”’ 

“Yes, in the cities | found them so, but in the 
country distiicts they live meanly and are not in- 
dustrious as a rule. The climate is flae except 
that there is a great deal of rain, and the soil is 
rich and fertile. Besides the schools established 
by the missionaries the government’ fas schools 
in operation in nearly every portion of the coun-
